empower the wh at ea to withdraw the 
increments of salary to which, but for the 
operation of these rules, he would be entitled. 

Rule 79 defines.a certificate of competency. 

Mr, McEnaney stated in his statement of 
claim that he was appointed a national 
teacher on June 1, 1920, and was appointed 
principal teacher on August 28, 1957. In 
August, 1932, a revised code of regulations 
for national schools under the Department 
of Education was issued, - includin ules 77 
and 79. Before the issuing of these rules, 
increments of salary were granted annually 
to national teachers provided no adverse 
rating were received from the inspector, and 
ne condition similar to those contai in 
the rules referred to were embodied in any 
rules which formed part of his conditions of 
service. In May, 1936, his increment in the 
‘*‘super-normal scale was withheld for 
alleged non-compliance with Rule 77, and the 
increments which fell due in May, 1937, and 
May, 1938, were not paid to him, although 
he had been rated as “highly efficient, and 
a adverse rating had been made against 

im. 

The Minister for Education, in his defence, 
33 amongst other matters, that Mr. 

cEnaney had accepted and acquiesced in 
the provisions of Rules 77 and 79. and was 
estopped from denying their validity.

efficiency qualification—it being an inter- 
ference with a contract of service—the 
acquisition of a paper certificate based on a 
departmental examination.

McEnaney’s school had been rated “ highly 
efficient, the highest rating in the service, 
and had maintained that standard ever since. 
Under the new rules teachers were required 
to obtain. a certificate of competence to give 
instructions in Irish and a certificate of com- 
petence to teach subjects ag ag through 
the medium of Irish. Although Mr. McEnaney 
had not obtained the second certificate, he 
was capable of teaching all subjects in his 
school through the medium of Irish. 


RULE MODIFIED 


The Irish National Teachers’ Organisation 
had taken up the matter of Rule 77 with the 
Department, and afte: three years the 
Minister agreed to modify Rule 77 The 
nett result of that was that Mr. McEnaney 
and people like him were allowed to resume 
their increments as from July, 1938. The 
pecuniary loss was small, but it was sufficient 
to raise the principle to be decided in that 


case. 

Mr. Costello submitted that while the 
Minister might cut the salary—even the in- 
crements—he had not the right to withhold 
increments if the teacher did not pass a 
special examination. 

He submitted that once a teacher entered 
the service of the National Board, was ap- 
pointed to a school, fulfilled his obligations 
and was being paid, he was continuously in 
the service, first of the Board and then of the 
Minister, all the time. That service, he 
contended, was not interrupted by reason of 
the fact that the managerial system required 
a new agreement to be entered into on the 
death or transfer of a manager, nor were the 
substance of the transaction with the teacher, 
or the latter’s status as a teacher, altered. 

It might, said Mr. Costello, be of interest 
for the judge to inspect papers which had 
been set in the examinations for a certificate 
of competency to give bilingual instruction 
in which Mr. McEnaney had competed. Some 
of the tests, he said, might prove difficult 
for a law student to deal. with even in 
English. For example, in one paper candi- 
dates were asked to give an account in Irish 
of the methods of pleading before a judge 
and jury in a case of robbery. In another 
instance candidates were asked to write an 
essay on prison as a punishment for law- 
breakers. 

Mr. McEnaney, the plaintiff, gave evidence, 
in the course of which he said that, in 
common with all other teachers affected by 
Rule 77, he protested against it from the 
time when he first heard of it.

essential feature—the river. | 

People quarrel about the relative merits 
of the Rive Gauche and the Rive Droite.

There I discovered e the secrets 
of the beauty treatment required by a 
skating rink. Unlike a dance floor, which, 
I believe, is sprinkled with tale to render 
it more slippy, a skating rink needs a 
roughening treatment.

Out-T ram 


With the tramcar steadily disappearing 
to make way for the faster and less 
obstructive motor omnibus, it is interest- 
ing to recall that this year brings the 
165th anniversary of James Outram’s 
advice to the Duke of Norfolk that he 
should use cast-iron rails in the ducal 
colliery at Sheffield instead of the wooden 
rails.

Generally it 
is spoken of as the first electric tramway 
system in these islands.

Such meetings could be very useful, not only 
in bringing people together, but in giving 
fresh stimulus and life to the work of religion 
in education. 2 

The Archbishop of Dublin (Most Rev. Dr.

Ireland.

MR. SUMNER WELLES 
IN BERLIN 


“ OTHERS STARTED THE 
WAR; WE WILL END IT '' 


By LEONARD CARNE FORD, 
PARIS, Tuesday. 


HEN Mr. Sumner Welles left the Ger- 
man Fuehrer’s Chancellery he is re- 
ported to have looked very pale. 

Unless diplomats can change colour at will 
that seems to me some small indication that 
Mr. Roosevelt’s informant had heard some 
disturbing news. What he had heard sur- 
3 him, because he had, been told in 
Rome to expect some particularly interest 
ing peace proposals when he got to Berlin. 
He must have had a shock when he found 
that the German leaders claimed to have no 
desire for peace and were willing to see the 
war right through—and win. 

The German leaders, of course, knéw that 
America is pro-Allied in sentiment, and for 
that reason it was useless to try to enlist the 
aid of Mr. Sumner Welles in an attempt to 

ut across a phoney peace. As a matter of 
act, the best analysis in the realistic manner 
America’s position ap- 

ared in the French Press, and was taxen 
rom the Frankfurter Zeitung. It does not 
leave much room for tion on the 
idealism and liberalism of the U.S., but at 
least provides a. cogent explanation of the 
e‘eryday values which will determine what 
action the U.S. will take in the course of 
the world war number two. 


WE ‘WILL END IT“ 


The others started the war, writes the 
paper, as is to be expected, “ and we will end 
it. Then follows a new note in German 
propaganda, which, I believe, did not exist 

efore Hitler came to terms with Stalin. 
“The longer the war lasta,” the paper con- 
tinues, ani the more brutally it is waged, 
so much greater will the changes in the social 
structurs of our continent be and other con- 
tineris be. The nations. which have be- 
come accustomed to trust to themselves alone 
—that is to say, the Autarchic States, will 
win. The Americans will also- figure amon 
tha winners,, for her people are young, an 
the continent is an autarchic unit, and the 
sphere of influence is compact. ' Certainly 
they derive no pleasure from the war, and do 
not gain an immediate national profit from 
it. They will profit from it in a more dis- 
tant future when they enter into the heritage 
of certain parts of the British Empire. 

It was, and still is, convenient to the 
United States to make use of the British as 
intermediaries between the old and new 
worlds, but intermediaries are not always in- 
dispensable. In the meantime the Americans 
have a strong interest in the continuance of 
the British pire, and since, after all, we 
are living in the present, this fact has some ' 
importance. But it would, indeed, be strange 
if the Americans, with their clear-sighted 
vision, did not turn their eyes towards that 
great new continental space which is in forma- 
tion from the North Sea to the Mediter- 
ranean and the Pacific Ocean.” ' 


A GERMANIC EMPIRE 


There is room for an enormous amount of 
speculation on this last sentence. Evidently 
the Fuehrer dreams of a Germanic Empire 
controlling the Mediterranean, the Baltic 
22 and the Russian Steppes. This would 
more feasible if there was not another 
leader, who envisages a great federation of 
Soviets centred round Moscow and reaching 
out to the Atlantic.

But the description of America's relation- 
ship to the British 12 and the naive 
offer of Germany to let America have a part 
of the spoils issuing from its destruction, is 
striking in its—to adapt a phrase the 
same article—‘‘cold reason.’’ Nevertheless, 
I have heard an. idealistic expression of 
exactly the same attitude to the British 
Empire from a highly-placed American 
diplomat who is noted for his anglophilism. 


POLICING THE SEAS 


“ I admire the British Empire,“ he said to 
me with some fecling, “ and despite the talk 
about its decadence it still has a contribution 
to give to the world. How could the world 
go on in peace without the British Navy ?’’— 
this talk took place before war broke out. 
“We Americans are deeply in debt to the 
British Empire for her policing of the seas and 
her strong rule stretching out all over the world. 
I am amazed when I find people in Britain 
sneering at the Empire and saying it is 
bankrupt.

| | BE arrangement by which a car may 
be licensed for the whole Easter 
period and the fact that the petrol allow- 
ance has been increased by fifty per cent. 
should tempt those who laid up their 
cars at the start of 1940 to put them on 
the road again. As I have written before, 
it is no saving to lay up a car, unless one 
is so unimportant that one’s time does 
not matter. 
No matter with what care a car has 
been stored, it invariably needs some 
attention after months of inactivity, and 
the R.A.C. engineer offers the followin 
suggestions for putting it again into g 
running condition. 

Inflate the tyres to correct pressure, re- 
move jacks or blocks, and allow car to 
rest on the wheels. Do not forget to 
inflate the spare tyre. If kept in a locker, 
this is liable to be almost deflated. 
Flush out the radiator and cooling 
system, so as to remove rust and sedi- 
ment ; fill with fresh water. 

It is suggested that the above opera- 
tions be carried out a few days prior to 
the car being used, so that any leakage of 
air in the tyres can be noted and 
rectified ; also any water leakage from the 
joints or hose connections can be given 
attention. i 
Thoroughly grease all round and lubri- 
cate the road springs. When lubricating 
the steering swivels or stub axles, the 
front axle beam should be lifted by means 
of a jack, so as to take the weight off the 
thrust washers and thus allow the lubri- 
cant to find its way between the two 
surfaces. 


Oil Levels 


CSSCE engine, gear-box and rear 7 «le 
oil levels. It is preferable to drain 
and refill each unit, unless this was done 
immediately before storage. Remember 
that. some of the special oils designed to 
withstand very heavy pressures are liable 
to be somewhat unstable over long periods 
and must be changed at reasonable 
intervals. Such oil is frequently used in 
rear axles. 

Give the batteries a good charge before 
refitting. 

Examine the starter and dynamo brushes 
and gprings. A damp garage may have 
ca the latter to rust seriously. 

If the engine has not been run during 
the winter, it is likely that the valves will

During last 
year deposits at the ten Irish banks. rose to 
£180,129,451, an increase of £6,721,331 over 
the figure for the preceding year. Advances 
and bills at $87,518,616 showed an increase 
of £602,184 on the amount £86,916,432 re- 
corded in 1938. Five of the ten banks 
showed Yncreases under this heading, 
totalling £1,544,242, while the others re- 
corded an aggregate decrease of £942,058. 

Aggregate net profits fell by £128,844 at 
£1,185;166, as compared with 1938. Slightly 
reduced dividends were paid by seven of the 
banks, while the other three—National Cit 
Bank, the Belfast Bank and the Ulster Ba 
—maintained the same dividends to proprie- 
tors as in the preceding year. . 

As in recent years the note circulation con- 
tinued to increase, and the figure of 
£11,109,187 for 1939 was £1,121,347 in excess 
of the amount recorded for 1938. The National 
City Bank, Ltd., had no Consolidated Bank 
Note issue, while the Royal Bank has no 
branches in Northern Ireland, and the Belfast 
Bank has none in Eire; 

The number of public issues in Ireland in 
1939 was the smallest for some time. “This 
was partly due to the fact that the number

The Russo-Finnish war, which has 
lasted three and a half months, has 
been followed with intense interest 
all over the world. | ' 

Russia’s land, sea and air force 
invaded Finland on November 30, 
after the Finnish Government had 
refused what was described as vital 
territorial demands’’ by the Soviet. 

The most was made by Russia of an 
alleged frontier incident concerning the 
firing of shells by Finnish artillery into 
Soviet territory. 

An attempt by the United States to 
extend her good offices for a settlement 
was ignored, and in the early hours, of 
November 30th Russian artillery com- 
menced to bombard Finnish territory. At 
dawn on that same day the Finns experi- 
enced the first of the damaging raids by 
the Red Air Force, and the struggle began 
in earnest. 

Weather, allied with a dour defence, 
saw a small nation upset all the calcula- 
tions of the military experts. Finland in 
fourteen weeks of war shattered the 
prestige of the Red Army. 


THE PEACE TERMS 

On the Finnish side the treaty is stated 
to have been signed by M. Ryti (Premier), 
M. Paasikivi, General Walden and Pro- 
fessor Woitomaa, states a Press Associa- 
tion War Special telegram. 

While the exact text is stated not to 
be available, the following terms are 
announced :— b 

1— The treaty is said to assign to the 
Soviet Union the whole of the Karelian 
Isthmus, including Viborg, the whole of 
the shore of Lake Ladoga, the Fisherman’s 


Peninsula in the extreme North, and part 


of East Finland. 
2—The U.S.S.R. is to lease the port and 
territory of Hangoe for thirty years for a 
rent of 5,000,000 Finnish marks in order 
to establish a naval base there. 
3—Finland undertakes not to maintain 
in the North Atlantic warships, sub- 
marines or war planes, with the excep- 
tion of small ships for guarding the coast. 
4—The U.S.S.R. undertakes to with- 
draw troops from Petsamo. 
5—The U.S.S.R. will enjoy the right of 
free transit, without Customs control, 
through Petsamo to Norway and vice 
versa. 
- 6—In the course of this year a railway 
is to be constructed from the Russian 
White Sea naval base of Kandalaksk to 
Kemijaervi, the rail head north of 
Finland’s waistline. 
7—The Peace Treaty must be ratified 
within three days. The documents of 
ratification will be exchanged in Moscow. 
8—At 12 o'clock on March 15 war opera- 
tions are to cease on all fronts. By 
o’clock on March 15 the troops of both 
sides will retire to their new frontiers. 
9—Negotiations for a Finnish-Russian 
commercial], treaty are to begin at once.

Under the Order offences against the 
Explosives Act, 1875, and the Firearms 
Act, "4925, become scheduled offences for 
the purposes of the Emergency Powers 
Order, 1039... The. ; provisions of that 
Order relative to scheduled, offences— 
arrest, search, etc.—thus become applic- 
able to offences against the Statutes men- 
tioned. - ' ' 

The Order also provides that where the 
person driving, or in control of, a road 
vehicle in motion, fails or refuses to stop 
the vehicle: when required to do 
so under Article 76 of the Emer- 
gency Powers Order, 1939, by a 
member of the Garda Siochana on duty 
or bv a member of the Defence Forces in 
uniform or on duty, such force may be 
used (including the use of firearms) and 
other steps taken as may be reasonably

R. OLIVER STANLEY,.in a 
written parliamentary reply to 

Dr. Little (C., Down), described the 
raid on Ballykinlar Camp on the 
night of February 10, when a store- 
keeper was overpowered and a num- 


ber of rifles stolen. ; 

Dr. Little asked: the Secretary of State 
for War if he would now make a full state- 
ment of the circumstances. under which the 
raid was carried out, the number of rifles 
and guns taken by the raiders, and if he 
would give an assurance that the camp 
would be so guarded in future as to pre- 
vent a-repetition of such an outrage. : '

was rather long, he would circulate it.

The circulated answer was as follows: 

““Consideration of the reports on thi 
occurrence is not yet concluded, but I will 
give such information as I can. 

It appears that at about 8.20 p.m. on 
the evening of the 10th February the 
raiders succeeded in driving into Bally- 
kinlar Camp in a large car-—possibly there 
were two cars—without being challenged, 
and drew up near the store which was 
raided, the sergeants’ mess being on 
the opposite side of the road. No par- 
ticular notice was taken of the car, or 
cars, as entertainments frequently take 
place on Saturday night in the sergeants’ 
mess, though in point of fact no enter- 
tainment was being held on that evening. 

“Between 8.30 and 9 p.m. a young 
soldier who had taken over the duties of 
storeman on the previous day answered a 
knock on the door of the store-room. When 
he opened it a man. dressed in canvas 
overalls and wearing a field service cap, 
and other men armed with revolvers, 
pushed their way: into the store-room and 
overpowered the storeman. The raiders, 
stated to number’ seven, took the keys. of 
the arms chest from the keyboard hanging 
in the store-room and unlocked the chest, 
loaded a number. of rifles into the large 
car and drove off, taking the storeman 
with them. | 

“ The storeman stated that he was later 
transferred, with a number of rifles, to a 
smaller car. He was set free. in. Belfast 
at about 6 a.m. on the following morning, 
whereupon he made his way to a police 
station and repo the matter. The 
police then telephoned to. the military 
authorities at the camp. 

“ Forty-three rifles tess two bolts and 
two magazines) and two bayonets with 
scabbards were found to be missing.“ 

The camp covers a large area, adds the 
Minister, and is not enclosed. It was 
impossible to block every entrance. 
Adequately to guard the camp would have 
involved the employment of a far larger 
number of men than could be spared from 
training. 

There were 430 civilians working on the 
reconstruction of the camp at the time. 

Thé General Officer Commanding the 
district reported ‘that all- possible steps 
had been taken to prevent a recurrence of 
such an incident.

4 fact that the number of 
British troops in France has 
-been doubled since the end of last 
November was announced by Mr. 
Oliver Stanley, Secretary of State 
for War, who. last night introduced 
the Army estimates in the House of 
Commons. The actual number was 
not given. 
Mr. Stanley mentioned various con- 
cessions in the matter of allowances to 
dependants, one of which abolished the 
condition that an allowance could be 
granted only if the dependant was in- 
capable of self-support. 
peaking as a 25 of the Great War, 
he told the House of the differences which 
had been impressed upon him during his 
recent visit to the British Expeditionary 
Force, He said that he was immediately. 
struck with the difference between the 
relations of the French and English in this 
war and in the last. ‘‘ Last time we were 
allies—this time we are friends.’’ 
There were cheers when he announced 
that nearly 200,000 volunteers had been 
enlisted. ; 
A great army,” he added, “is in the 
process of formation, with which we are in 
duty-bound to take a bigger and bigger 
part of the burden of the war on land írom 
the shoulder of our Allies.“ 
The proportion of mature non-commis-.

MEDICAL SERVICES 


Most of the criticisms which had been 
made of the medical services were baseless 
and fantastic. A general review of the 
‘more substantial complaints showed, not 
medical inefficiency, but unsatisfactory, 
conditions of buildings or equipment, 
which had often caused unnecessary hard- 
ship. The first cure for cases of this kind 
lay in constant inspection, and to secure 
this additions had been made to the medical 
staff at area headquarters“. Apart from 
epidemics of influenza and German 
measles, the health of the troops had been 
extremely good. : ; 


CASE OF DEPENDANTS 


The Minister then announced conces- 
sions in the grant of allowances to 
dependants. There would be a relaxation 
in considering household means. In 
future one-fifth of the earnings of each 
member of the household, other than the 
dependant, or the dependant’s husband or 
father, would be disregarded. The rates 
in the upper limits of allowamces were to 
be increased, the rates being 12s., 17s., 
20s. 6d., and 24s., the last-named figure 
taking the place of the previous 20s. 6d. 
rate. If, 2 a man made a net 
contribution of over 20s., and the house- 
hold circumstances justified an allowance, 
it would be at the rate of 20s. 6d. instead 
of 17s. | 

He had decided to change the term 
„ unmarried wife.” The best alternative 
was that suggested by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury—‘‘‘unmarried dependant liv- 
ing as a wife.” This term would be 
introduced when orders and forms were 
reprinted. 

As a war-time rule, where there was a 
Court order, the wife, whatever the soldier 
might have done regarding an allotment to 
an unmarried dependant living as a wife, 
should receive from Army ‘funds the 
amount of the order.. The unmarried 
dependant living as a wife would also 
receive her allowance. - 

Replying to a point raised in the course 
of the debate, Mr. Stanley said that a 
school of administration had been set up. 
“I saw men killed in the last war because 
they were allowed to go out under a com- 
manding officer whi was not up to his 
job,” he said. I am determined that 
shall not happen again.“ 

This was not only a question of the 
Territorials. Whatever his merits in peace- 
time, no commanding officer should be 
allowed to take troops: to France unless 
those responsible were convinced that he 
was competent.
